Now I have 
the refraction; I mark it Then I 
estimate the astigmatic condition with the 
ophthalmometer. Some do not place much

confidence in the ophthalmometer. For 
my part, I have used it many years, and 
I do not care to give it up. It is not an 


absolute instrument for measuring astigma 
tism of all kinds. You will find many 
cases of lenticular astigmatism which the 
ophthalmometer does not show at all. In 
many cases of corneal astigmatism the oph- 


thalmometer will give the refraction by 
ignoring spasms of accommodation. 

Now, having found by the use of the 
ophthalmometer that there is a_ certain 
amount of astigmatism, we find the axis, 


and I examine the patient. It all depends 
me. I have gone so far; I have certain 
information. I know whether there is my 
copia, or hyperopia, or astigmatism, or hy- 
peropia and astigmatism, or myopia and as 
tigmatism. I go into my room, and if | 
find no shadow “against,” there is no myo- 
pia. I may find a shadow “against” ; 
it indicates myopia, or there may 
spasm; but when I find the shadow “with” 
me, | know there is hyperopia. If I find 1.50, 
I know there is 1.50 there, and if I find two, 
three or four, I know it is there. Now, this 
IS the information the retinoscope gives you, 

For the subjective test, I look on paper, 
and I find 1.00 D. of hyperopia. I put on plus 
4.90 to start, and if it is accepted I keep 
piling it on.
